JS SCENE 


I. Corinthians Chap. 1. Ver. IO. 


I beſeech' you, Brethren, by the Name 
of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, that ye all 
ſpeak the ſame Thing, and that there be 
no Drviſions among you; but that yon 
be perfoctiy joined together in the ſame 
Mind, and in the ſame Judgment. 


AS S Unity, Concord, and a 
general Agreement of Mind 
and Heart, arc Qualifications 
and Diſpoſitions requiſite to 
recommend us to the Fa- 

vour of God; and the Protection of his 
Power; ſo the Recommending; theſe Diſ- 
poſitions and Qualities were never more 
neceſſary, than at the Writing of this 
Epiſtle. For there were ſo many Diviſions 
and Schiſms in the Church of Corinth, 
amongſt the Jewiſh Conyerts, concerning 
the 
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the Doctrines of Chriſtianity, that they 
divided themſelves into Parties and Fac- 
tions; one ſaying, I am of Paul's Religion, 
another, I am of Apollo's, another, I am

of Gephas's, another, of Chriſt's. St. Paul, 


to prevent this Confuſion and the Miſchiefs 
that might ariſe from the Ignorance and 
Follies of theſe contending Parties, who 
diſtinguiſh'd themſelves by their Zeal in 
prefering one before another, exhorts 
them, in the Words of my Text, to lay 
aſide their Diſtinctions, and unanimoufly 
agree together in Profeſſing thoſe Doc- 
trines, which he and the other Apoſtles 
had deliver'd to them, as containing no 
Difference in their Fundamentals : And for 
that Reaſon to embrace them, without 
any Heſitancy or Doubting, and alſo to 
live together for the Future, in ſuch an 
affectionate and peaceable Manner, as to 


preſerve the Unity of tie Spirit in the ' 


Bond of Peace. 


From the Encouragement of ſo great 
an Example, I may preſume to exhort 
you (my beloyed Brethren) to comply 

| with 
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with this Doctrine in the Text; and to 
inculcate it in others; when there is ſo 
preſſing, ſo urgent an Occaſion ſor Unity 
amongſt ourſelves, for the ſame Mind and 
the ſame Judgment. When not only Divi- 
ſions but Wars and Rumours of Wars 
ſurround us on every Side, and Ruin and 
Deſtruction is approaching to our Doors. 
Does it not become us then, who are the 
Miniſters of the God of Peace, to per- 
ſwade you moſt emphatically to a dutiſul 


Allegiance to our King, and ſeaſonable 
Concern for our Country ? Does not our 


Peace and Happineſs, our Religion and 
Liberties, require you to lay aſide your 
Animoſities, and to be perfe&tly join'd 
together in the ſame Mind, and the (ame 
Judgment 4 Do not our Lives, our Inte- 
reſts, and all that is dear and valuable 
depend upon ſuch a Union and general 
Concurrence ? We are now invaded and 
attack'd; we are in imminent Danger; 
and Deſtruction, like a Deluge is ruſhing 
in upon us: Nothing therefore can pre- 
ſerve our ancient Conſtitution, both in 
Church and State, but a united Reſolution, 
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and that true Britiſh Courage, which al- 
ways put to Flight the Armies of our 
Enemies: And indeed there is Nothing 
left at this Juncture to be depended up- 
on, Nothing to be implor'd, but the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of the Almighty, and a general 
Union of Judgments and Affections. 


And to prove my Aſſertion, I ſhall 
ſhew you, 


Firſt, The Wiſdom and Uſefulneſs, And, 


Secondly, The Convenience and Neceſſi- 
ty of a ſpeedy and happy Agreement 
amongſt us. | 


Firſt, The Wiſdom of it will appear, if 
we conſider, that Wiſdom 1s the Skill of 
Ordering and Diſpoſing Things in ſuch a 
regular and juſt Manner, as to anſwer the 
Ends and Purpoſes we have in View, It 
is the Art of making Things ſo fit and 
agreeable to each other, that Nothing is 
retarded by any Subſcryiency, but every 
Part depends equally upon the Motion 

| of 
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of the Whole, and ſo carries on it's End 
and Deſign to Perfection. As for Inſtance, 
the preſent Welfare of Societies, and even 
Kingdoms, cou'd never have adyanc'd to 
any Degree of Glory and Grandeur, but 
by Uniting their Councils and Labours 
together: By Improving and Promoting 
the Intereſts of each other, by the uni- 
ted Affections and Endeavours, of every 
individual Member. And where there is 
ſuch a mutual Circulation of Kindneſſes 
and Councils amongſt Mankind, it is im- 
poſſible to miſcarry in any honeſt and 
legal Undertaking. Nay, the Wiſdom of 
it will appear, more convincingly, from 
the Profits and Ad vantages it brings to 
the Society in general by keeping them 
at Peace with each other, which produces 
every Thing that can adminiſter and con- 
tribute to the Enjoyments of Lite : Peace 
being in every Senſe of the Word, the 
greateſt Bleſſing we can deſire, or Heaven 
can beſtow, Their Unity and Agree- 
ment gives them ſuch Pleaſure in all their 
Conſultations for the publick Good, that 
their is no Oppoſition amongſt them, no 
jarring 
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jarring String to diſcompoſe their Harmo- 


ny, but all are wound up to fo proper 
a Height as to enliven and animate every 
Member of their Body. 


Again, the Wiſdom of this Unity will 
appear, from the Folly and Imprudence 
of Schiſms and Diſſentions. Fa Kingdom 
be divided againſt itſelf, it cannot ſtand ; 
When Contentions are begun and fa- 
mented and carried on in a Society to 4 
Degree of Bitterneſs and Rancour, Ani- 
moſity and Hatred, it will naturally be 
pull'd to Picces by it's own Strength 
and Power; for whilſt one Party is con- 
tending with another, and one Faction 
perſecuting another, a Door is ſet open 
to every Invader, to every Villain, who 
has Emulation and Courage enough, to 
aſpire to the Magiſtracy or Government; 
ſo true is that ſaying of our Saviour's; 4 
Man's Foes ſball be then of his own 
- Honuſhold, Math. 10. 36. It is the Peo- 
ple of the ſame Community, of the ſame 
Family, and Lincage, who are generally 

the 
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the moſt inveterate; and it is eaſter to re- 


concile two Strangers, than two of the 


ſame Blood, and of the ſame Deſcent, 
Private Animoſities are like Embers co- 
vered over with Aſhes, their own Heat and 
Fervency deſtroys them, and they expire 
in a ſullen, a flow and a lurking, Fever. 


When Quarrels ariſe in a private Society, 
they untie the Bands, which ſhould unite 
them together, and being ſenſible of the 
Knot that ties them they eaſily diſſolve 
it, and are cut to Pieces by the Weapons 


that ſhould protect them. When a 


River is incloſed and confined to a nar- 
row Compaſs, the Stream is impetuous 


and irreſiſtable, but when divided into 


Cuts and Sluices, it glides away in many 


murmuring Streams, and has loſt its 
Power to make Reſiſtance: And this is 
ſufficient to prove the Wiſdom of an 
Agreement and Unity amongſt ourſelves, 


to be our only Defence and Preſerya- 
tion. 


Let us, in the ſecond Place, conſider the 
Ulcfulneſs of it, as it appears to Reaſon. 


And 
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And uſeful it is, in Reſpect of the 

preſt Weakneſs of our Affi, when our 
Forces are ſeparated, and diſperſed, and 
many Parts of our Kingdom are naked 
and deſenceleſs; when Rebels and Ene- 
mies, like Vipers, are crept into the Bo- 
wels of the Nation, and purſuing all the 
Means that Policy can invent, for our 
Deſtruction; it behoves us certainly, to 
unite, and that moſt heartily in the com- 
mon Cauſe; to join both our Strength 
and Power, our Intereſt and Treaſure, in 
the Preſervation and Defence of our 
Sovereign and his Kingdoms. By ſuch a 
Union and Harmony, by ſuch a Concur- 
rence of Parties and Opinions, we ſhall be 
able to withſtand, to bafle and deteat, the 
united Deſigns and Intentions of our Ene- 
mies; and not only, with God's Aſſiſ- 
tance, to conquer, but to extirpate the 
very Root of Rebellion, and deſtroy the 
Hopes of any future Invaſions. For 
when the Invader is convinced by Ex- 
perience, how reſolutely bent we are, 
how firm and ſteady to our lawful Sove- 


reign ; how far the. Differences and Diſa- 
greements, 


woo 


greements, which gave him Hopes of ſuc- 
ceeding in his irrational and monſtrous 
Attempts, are cloſed and bound up, in 
the Bonds of Friendſhip and Affection, 
he muſt retire with Diſcouragement and 
Reproach, if not with Ruin and Deſtruc- 


tion. 


But farther, this happy Union and 
Agreement of Mind and Judgment, will 
be uſeful in Regard to both King and 
People, by producing that Peace and Re- 
conciliation which has been ſo long want- 
ed and wiſh'd for among us. That Bit- 
terneſs and Envying and Railing, ſo com- 
mon of late Years, ſhall ceaſe ; and Ami- 
ty and Friendſhip ſhall take their Turns 
to reign. Then Ephraim ball not 
der Judah, and Judah ſhalt not vex © 
Ephraim. The Envy alſo of Ephraim ſhall 
depart, and the Averſaries of Judah 
ſhall be cut off. All Quarrels and Diſ- 
ſentions among contending Parties ſhall 
ceaſe, and both ſhall be guided by the 
Spirit of Religion and Loyalty. No 
Strife or Emulation ſhall remain, but who 
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| ſhall be the foremoſt in paying his Duty 
to his King, and in promoting the Inte- 
reſt and Welfare of his Kingdom. 


- 2. This Union will be ance 
uſeful, and of Service, in bringing us to 
Repentance for all our former Follies 
and Indiſcretions. It will conyince one 
Part of the Community, of the unreaſon- 
able Jealouſies and ill-grounded Suſpici- 
ons, of the other, It will wipe away the 
Blackneſs and Darkneſs of thoſe virulent 
and foul-mouth'd Aſperſions, that were 
caſt upon both, and make every good 
Man ſorry and concenn'd for the Bitter- 
neſs of his miſguided Zeal, and for his 
violent Attachment to cither Party. By 
this Union, the Tranſgreſſor will acknow- 
ledge his Tranſgre ſſions, and the Abuſed 
will be ſatisfied with pardoning the Abuſe, 
The Wiſe will reflect with Indignation 
and Reſentment on their Folly, of mak- 
ing Enemies of their Friends, and the 
Politick will confeſs the Error of their 
Ways Then the Contrivances and 


Dee upon our Weakneſs 
£. i; 


we . — 
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ſhall appear in their proper Light, and 
return to the Darkneſs from whence they 
were deriv'd, Every Child of Fortune 


ſhall acknowledge his Deluſion, and ab- 


hor the Schemes of his mercenary Pro- 


jector. Every Scene. of Villainy ſhall be 


clos'd and eyery MING be buried in 
Oblivion. 


3. So yery uſeful to Society is this 
Method of Uniting, that it is the moſt 
probable Means, we can propoſe, to pre- 
vail with the Almighty to forgive us our 
Iniquities, and to pardon our ſecret as well 
as open, Sins; but eſpecially thoſe of 
Schiſm and Diviſion. And as he has 
moved the Land and divided it, to cut 
off his ſpecial Love and Kinaneſs ta it, he 
will heal the Sores and Wounds thereof. 
When this happy Agreement is complea- 
ted, and brought to it's wiſh'd for Per- 
fection, Then hall the Wolf dwell with 
the Lamb, and the Leopard ſball lie 
down with the Kid. Every rough Tem- 
per ſhall be ſmooth'd and the moſt boiſte- 
rous Paſſions ſhall be calm'd and ſoften'd, 
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into Lenity and Mildneſs: Peace and 
Plenty ſhall bleſs our happy Iſle, aud 
our Hills ſball rejoice on every Side. Our 


Folds ſball be full of Sheep, and our 
Vallies alſo ſball laugh and Sing. 


The Pfalmiſt is in Raptures, when he 
ſpeaks of the Pleaſure and SatisfaCtion, 
Men take in a State of Amity and Con- 
cord, Behold how good and pleaſant a 
Thing it is, for Brethren to dwell to- 
gether in Unity, how delightful, how 
beneficial it is to Society, to have no 
Differences with one another, but to live 
together in ſo friendly a Manner, as il 
our Bodies were actuated by one and the 
very ſame Soul. And this brings me tc 
conſider the Convenience and Neceſſity, 
of ſuch a ſpeedy, and happy Union 


amongſt ourſel ves. 


The Convenience of it proves itſelf, 
by being always in Readineſs, and always 
in the way upon every Emergency: No- 
body is wanting, No- body to be ſought 
ſor upon any Surprize, or any Conſulta- 
t10n 
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tion for the publick Good. But to live 


without ſuch an Agreement, the State 


is incumbred with many Incon venĩences: 
For one Party is at a Diſtance from a- 
nother in Opinion and Judgment: Every 
one is backward in adviſing with thoſe 
they differ from, and ſtudy an Oppoſi- 
tion. They claſh and interfere in their 
Sentiments about the Management of At- 
fairs, and ſtand upon Niceties in Matters 
of Moment : They obſtinately continue 
at a Diſtance from Unity, by which In- 
diſcretions much Time is miſpent, Op- 
portunities are loſt in taking the Adyan- 
tage, and an Evil may advance ſo far, 
as not to be re moved. The viſeſt Cole 
cils are then ineffectual, and every Thing 
falls into Confuſion and Diſorder. IT an 
Engine for extinguiſhing Fire be in 
Readineſs and ' Order, the Conflagration 
has not Time to ſpread and to conſume, 
before it is ſuppreſs'd, and perſectly ex- 
tinguiſhed. But if the Engine is at a 
Diſtance, or its Motions are retarded, or 
Its principal Parts are wanting, before it 
can be united and prepared, the Con fle- 

gration 
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gration is gone too far to be brought un. 


quiſites ſor any Undertaking: When In-

der, by their utmoſt Skill and Activity, 


and the City is conſumed and reduced to 


Aſhes. | 


Fitneſs, and Agility are the only Re- 


ſtruments are in Readineſs and Order, 
they only wait for Application ; and an 
the Dexterity and Quickneſs of Apply» 
ing, depends the Succeſs and Glory of 
the Action. The Unanimity, and Agree- 
ment of a Body corporate, are like Wa- 
ters penn'd up in a Reſervoir, from which 
you may pour out an Inundation upon 
your Enemy; or refreſh and cultivate 
your barren Lands. Theſe are Conve- 
niences which cannot be denied, Con- 
veniencies that carry their own Reaſons 
along with them, and Experience proves 
the Truth of the Aſſertion. When Men 
are combin'd and united thus together, 
they can only ſeparate by Direction and 
Command; and every Man knows the 
Duty of his Poſt. So that there is no 
Failure in the Method, no Proſpects of 
III- 
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Ill-fortune, no Suſpicion of Diſloyalty, 
and no Preſages of Treachery or Cor- 
ruption. 7 00 


But Secondly, the Neceſſity of this hap- 
py Union and Agreement, appears more 
fully and demonſtrably true, at this 
Time, when our Nation is in "Danger, 
and invaded by a popiſh Bigot, and 
Pretender to the Crown; whoſe Intereſt 
and Deſign is to change our Religion, 
to alter our Laws, and aboliſh that Apoſ- 
tolical Faith, which was once aelivered 
to the Saints, A Religion that has 
ſtood all the Storms and Tempeſts of 
an enraged and ſuperſtitions People.: 
A Religion that has coſt more Blood and 
Treaſure, to preſerve it pure and uncor- 
rupt, than any Nation under Heaven 
has expended ; and we truſt it eyer will 
be ſo preſery'd, as long as, the Throne 
is eſtabliſbd in Righteouſneſs, and our 
Laws are conducted in Equity and Juſ- 
tice. Our Liberties and Privileges are 
in iminent Danger, our Conſtitution, the 
ay and Admiration of the World, 
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calls out for your Aſſiſtance. O let her 
not cry in Vain, unpitied, and unhear'd! 
but ruſh into her Aid, and preſerve her 
from Deſtruction, Neceſſity will force 
you to a Compliance, if Reaſon cannot 


prevail. Nay Wiſdom herſelf cryeth out, 
with Indignation and Reſentment. She 


flandeth on the Top of high Plates, She 
cryes at the Gates of th: City: O ye 
fomple Ones, underſtand Wiſdom, and, ye 
Fools, be of an Underſianding Heart ! 
ſee how ſhe upbraids your Folly, and 
accuſes your Indolence and Inadyertency, 
ſhe thinks you inſenſible of your Dan- 
ger, and therefore ſhe warns you of its 
coming. Our Faults are Incredulity 
and Carleſſneſs, and nothing but Experi- 
ence, can convince us of our Danger. 


2. The Neceſſity of our united En- 
deavours will appear more preſſing and 
urgent, when we confider the Calami- 
ties that will befall us, the Grieyances 
that will increaſe beyond Removal, the 
Hardſhips of a foreign Yoke, which will 
gall and fret you to the yery Soul, Is 

there 


t 
there no Difference, Gentlemen, between 
Freedom and Slavery, Liberty and Con- 
finement ? Can you ſuffer Tour- ſelves to be 
impriſon'd, your Children to be baniſh'd, 


your Eſtates confiſcated, your Friends and "4 


Benefactors to be maſſacred and tortur'd 
before your Face, and no Friend left to 
wake Lamentation ? To expreſs the Hor- 
rors and Confuſions of that Day, muſt beleft 
to your own Imaginations, for no Tongue. 
of Man is able to deſcribe them. So far, 
I may preſume to ſay, that you will re- 
flect upon your Danger, when it is too 
late, and cry for Mercy, when it is the 
Day of Vengeance, Then will you curſe the 
Days of your Diſſentions, and the Inſtru- 
ments of Power, that ſet you at a Diſtance; 
then will you bewail your - Follies and 
Indiſeretions, Credulity and Weakneſs, 
when your Bemoaning is in yain, and your 
Repentance ineffectual. What a Taunt 
and Reflection will it be upon you, to be 
upbraided with that Saying upon another 
Occafion ; If thou hadſt known even thou 
at leaſt in this thy Day, the Things that 
belong to thy Peace, but now are they hid 
D from” 
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from thine Eyes. Luke 19. 42. Had you 
been ſenſible of the Conſequences of 
thoſe Impoſitions in T ime, you had pre- 
vented all theſe Misfortunes and Troubles 
which now oppreſs you. 


3. The Neceſſity of this Union will 
be more confirm'd to you, when you con- 


ſider that the ſooner we are united, the 


ſooner we enter upon Action, and the 
Danger will be prevented by timely Pre- 
parations and ſeaſonable Engagements, 
Every Britiſh Heart is fir'd with Indig- 
nation and Reſentment; and therefore 
eager and impatient to enter upon Ac- 
tion. Cool not their Tempers by Inac- 
tivity and Indolence, nor damp their 
Spirits by Diſcouragements and Delays. 
The Emulation of one will invite another, 
to out do him in Glory ; and the Flame 
will expand itſelf o're every Breaſt. What 
great and memorable Advantages may 
we not expect from a Thirſt of Honour, 
in ſuch daring Souls ? What Glory and 
Renown will wait upon them Home ? 
And what Trophics adorn them in the 
WY 3 Field, 
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Field, and what Spoils of a ravag'd Nation 
ſhall enrich them? Theſe, with the Bleſ- 
ſing of God upon our Arms, will be the 


Fruits and Products, the Enconrage- 
ment and Reward of a united and well 


affected People. Then ſhall our nati- 


onal Peace be reſtord, and Juſtice ſhall 
return with Rightcouſneſs from Heaven, 
Every Thing, that can in any Degree, 
contribute to our Happineſs and Con- 
tentment, ſhall be ſhowr'd down upon 
us; and our neighbouring Nations ſhall 
compliment us in the Language of the 
Scripture, Happy are the People that are 
in ſuch a Caſe, yea happy are the People 
who have the Lord for their God. 


From what I have faid upon this Sub- 
ject, give me leave to. make a Remark, 
or two, and I have done. 


Firſt, No People upowany Emergency 
of this Nature, ever. came ſo readily, ſo 
chearfully and in greater Numbers into a 
general Unanimity of Opinions and 
Judgments, as all Parties have done. 
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Which fhews that his Majeſty reigns in 
the Affections of his People, and that no 
Differences and Diſſenſions whatſoever, 
can divert their Affections from him. 
The Healing of theſe Breaches, and the 
Wounds that have been given to each 


Party, are altogether owing to our moſt 


excellent Prelate ; who like the good 
Samaritan in the Goſpel, has bound up 
our Wounds, with all chriſtian - Tender- 
neſs; and conyinc'd us, that Candour and 


\Lenity, and a moſt obliging and agree- 


able Behaviour, can unite ſo cloſe, that 
no Scar for the Future ſhall ever be diſ- 
cern'd. He is ſenſible that Pride and 
Partiality never made one Friend, ror 
Civility and good Manners one Enemy. 


Secondly, Tt is God alone, who can 


bring Good out of Evil, and how much 


Good may be produced to this Nation, 
by the evil Intentions of one Man, is 
unconceivable. For the Quarrels in one 
Part of the Kingdom have made Peace 
in the other, and who knows but this 
was the Deſiga of Proyidence, at this 
0-3} Time 
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Time, who alone worketh great Marvels, 
to unite the Hearts of his People toge» 
ther, which have been ſo long eſtranged 
to each other, for his Judgments are un- 
ſearchable and his Ways paſt finding out. 


Laſtly, The laſt Remark, I ſhall leave 
with you, is taken from the Prophet 
Hoſea 13. 1. Then Ephraim ſpake trem- 
bling he exalted himſelf in Hrael; bur 
when he offended in Baal he died. So 
long as a Nation. continues in Righteouſ- 
neſs and Obedience, and trembles at the 
Thoughts of offending the divine Majeſty, 
ſo long it will proſper and do well: But 
when it forſakes God, and is unthank- 
ful to him for his Favours and Bleſſings, 
he then forſakes that Nation, and yields 
it up to the Power and Inſults of its 
Enemies. So that notwithſtanding Union 
and Concord and Amity amongſt Men 
are Motives and Qualifications to recom- 
mend us to the Favour of God, yet it is 
our Picty and Goodneſs, the Probity 
of our Lives, and the Practice of all re- 
ligious Duties, that muſt entitle us to 

Protection. 
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Protection. It muſt be the united Prayers 
and Supplications of the People at the 
Throne of Grace that muſt conquer and 
prevail; for the Kingdom of Heaven ſufe 
fers Violence and the Violent take it by 
Force. It is vanquiſh'd by the unani= 
mous and inceſſant Importunities of the 
Supplicants, and yields to the Violence 
and Feryency of their Prayers. As we 
therefore unite our Councils and our 
Arms together, let us not depend upon 
Succeſs, unleſs we offer up our Prayers 
with the ſame Unanimity and Zeal For 
Sincerity is the Standard and Proof of 
all our Profeſſions, and if that be want- 
ing every thing we deſire will be ſo too. 
Let me therefore exhort you in the 
Words of my Text, and 6eſe2ch you by 
the Name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that 
e all ſpeak the ſame Thing, and that 
there be no Diviſions amongſt you, eſpeci- 
ally at this Time; but that ye be perfett- 
ly join'd together in the ſame Mind and
